Lower License Fees? 


The Alberta Motor Association is con- 
ducting a campaign to get 25,000 motorists 
to ask for reduced license fees. They cite 
the case of Ontario where license registra- 
tion fees are $10.00 for each six-cylinder car, 
$2.00 in the case of a four-cylinder car. 

In 1938 Mitchell F Hepburn won re-elec- 
tion by offering reduced license fees, and 
shortly after the election promptly boosted 
the gasoline tax by 2c per gallon! . We dis- 
agree with Hepburn’s political ethics, but 
think it would be fairer to all motorists to 
make the registration fee only nominal and 
get revenue from the gasoline tax. Then 
each motorist would pay in exact proportion 
to his use of his truck or auto. 

With Alberta main gravel roads in such 
deplorable condition, however, wouldn't it be 
better to increase the gasoline tax, keep the 
registration fee on its present high level, and 
make these gravel highways fit to travel on? 
Where a motorist might save $20.00 a year 
on his license fees, it costs him probably an- 
other $20.00 per month in extra vehicle up- 
keep expenses because the main gravel roads 
have been thoroughly neglected these past 
few years. 


Farmers on Strike 


The Doane Agricultural Service is re- 
sponsible for the following brief article 
printed in the Co-operative Digest published 
at Ithaca New York: 

“Whoever heard of a farmer going on 
strike? He lives so close to nature that the 
waste and everything else that goes with a 
work stoppage seems ridiculous. Just try 
to visualize a farm strike that would last 
seven days? 

“In that short time 272,724,000 gallons 
of milk would be wasted and 99,385,000 
dozen eggs would never be gathered. If the 
strike came during harvest much grain would 
be lost, possibly as much as_ 80,937,000 
bushels of wheat and 53,374,000 bushels of 
oats. That is enough wheat to make 5,341,- 
842,000 loaves of bread — enough oats to 
supply all the feed and seed oats used in 
eleven northeastern states, including New 
York, for one year. , 

“Then think of the vegetables and fruit 
that would be lost. It is hard even to imag- 
ine the food that would be lost if every 
farmer went’on strike for one week at the 
peak of the harvest season.” 


Warning to Russia 


It seems to us that the most important 
announcement made by the foreign min- 
isters of the United States, Great Britain 
and France, during their recent conference, 
is that which makes plain the determina- 
tion that an act of aggression against the 
West German Federal Republic will be re- 
garded as an attack upon the United States, 
Great Britain and France. 

The decision to consider an attack 
against the West German Federal Re- 
public an attack upon the free powers 
constitutes a significant warning to Soviet 
Russia. Under this declaration, we pre- 
sume, if the Soviet-sponsored forces of East 
Germany commit aggression against the 
West Germans, the forces of the free nations 
will be used to stop the attack. The plain 
intent of the declaration is to give a warn- 
ing that aggression whether from East Ger- 
noe or from Russians, will be met with 
orce.

Several of the Redwaterites spoke up, offering 
their selections, with the assembly choosing the 
very appropriate term, ‘Court Black Gold,’ for the 
new group. 

Following presentation of ‘robes’ of office to the 
new executive, the gathering was treated to a fine 
variety of entertainment which ended the session 
in an enjoyable manner. 

Thus the Foresters, with their unique policy 
which offers fraternity and insurance to their mem- 
bers, have completed another link in their growing 
enain of courts. It’s also another contribution to 
the progress and welfare of Alberta.

Rural Electrification 

Dear Sir,—I have read with 
some disgust an article written by 
T. W. Pue on Rural Electrifica- 
tion, found in your newspaper 
last week under the heading ‘(How 
to Get It Sooner.” 

The question is; not how to get 
it sooner, but how to get it on 
terms that will do the farmer and 
his farm justice over the years. 

Do you not think it is the height 
of stupidity or depth of folly for 
a farmer to commit himself to a 
20 year agreement in times of in- 
creasing price of production— 
against a declining price of his 
produce, in a world of such insta- 
bility as ours is? If history re- 
peats itself, and it does, the gov- 
ernment will be forced to operate, 
the power lines of this province— 
or the farmer will be left in the 
dark. 

Many people fail to realize that 
the farms in the outlying districts 
are a direct means of their pros- 
perity. It should be remembered 
that agriculture has been the main 
factor in the development of our 
province—and our cities and 
towns have been made and mold- 
ed by the farms around about 
them. The development of the 
rural area is as much a benefit to 
the urban dweller, as the farmer; 
therefore, if the power companies 
fail to realize the responsibility, 
which is theirs, should not’ the de- 
velopment of agriculture be shar- 
ed by rural and urban dwellers 
alike? 

The large initial outlay of the 
shareholder under the plan now in 
operation is financially crippling 
to the small farm unit, while the 
large land owner does not pay a 
proportionate share in the cost 
of construction. 

Are you satisfied, Mr. Pue, to 
see the urban dweller suffer be- 
cause of the low standard of agri 
cultural development? Are you 
satisfied to see the power compan- 
ies reap profits which entail no 
risk or outlay to themselves, while 
the farmer risks everything 
against the elements of nature— 
as well as against those who would 
skin him for his hide in his efforts 
to feed a hungry world. Surely, 


it is no wonder in these days that 
communism finds fertile soil on 
which to thrive, while men 
through lust for gold have lost 
their reason.

Our largest was of the 
“Green Mountain” variety, grown 
of registered seed to a size of 
three pounds, four ounces. 

A “Netted Gem’ was three 
pounds, one and a half ounces, 
and several “Green Mountains,” 
“Netted Gems” and “Early White 
Roses” grew to over two and a 
half pounds. The average size in 
the whole crop was two pounds, 
and the potatoes were dug from 
under nearly two feet of snow. 

All three crops are of regis- 
tered seed. They were grown on 
the farm of Robert Bauer, four 
miles south and one mile west of 
Claysmore in the Mannville dis- 
trict.

Currently the party is working 
in Alaska, where they have un-, 
earthed an early settlement, and 
have discovered more ‘than 2,000 
objects that give an outline of the 
settlement’s culture. 

And the revolutionary thing 


about it is that these objects re- 
semble very closely not only an- 
cient tools uncovered on the Al- 
berta plains, but weapons used in 
Asia as long as 10,000 years ago. 

The party which made this find 
thinks that the articles discov- 
ered are evidence to support the 
long-held theory that the first 
settlers in the new world migrated 
from Asia across the Bering 
Straits. 


But one thing definite is aris- 
ing out of these searches. And 
that is that man has undoubted- 
ly been operating on the Amer- 
ican continent, and in Alberta, 
much longer than previously 
believed.

Clashing with the theory that 
Alberta’s first citizens were de- 
scendants of Asiatics who came 
across the Straits, and whose 
future generations evolved| into 
Eskimos and Indians, is the belief 
that. the Alberta Indians are an 


off-shoot of the Aztecs of ancient 
Mexico. 

And their origin, in turn, cre- 
ates another controversy that will 
probably not soon be settled. 

However, the search for a com- 
mon ancestor of the first peoples 
of America, and Alberta’s -first 
citizens, goes on. 

What did Alberta look like 
50,000 years ago? Were a modern 
Albertan transported by some time 
device back into the ages past, 
would he recognize the face of his 
native province? 

Probably not. The Canadian 
Rockies were just miniatures in 
those ancient times, and with gla- 
ciers receding and growing over 
the ages, the characteristics of 
the land |were being constantly 
changed. + 

At one time a great inland 
ocean crept into the Alberta plains

Farmers Will Market 
360 Million Bushels of Wheat 


Prairie farmers will market about 360,000,000 bushels of 
wheat during the present crop year which began August 1, 
according to a survey made by the Canadian Wheat Board. 


Production of the prairie wheat 
crop is now set at 445,000,000 
bushels in the latest estimate by 
the Dominion bureau of statistics. 

The quality of the crop will be 
omewhat lower than last year and 
the Wheat Board estimates that 
only 34 per cent will grade 3 
Northern or better. About 17 per 
cent will be 4 Northern and about 
45 per cent No. 5 or lower. 


To ease the problem of dispos- 
ing of such a large quantity of

CARE IN SEED SELECTION 
IMPORTANT TO ALBERTA FARMERS 


A. M. Wilson, Alberta’s field crops commissioner, points 
out that saving seed from the best locations is good practice 


at any time. 

In years like this when frost is 
known to have caused consider- 
able damage to the germination 
of grains, care in seed selection 
is particularly important. Oats of 
seed quality will be short in many 
sections of northern and eastern 
Alberta this year. Farmers who. 
harvest good fields of oats that 
appear suitable for seed will serve 
their neighbors and themselves to 
advantage by storing these oats in 
separate bins and holding them to 
help supply the demand for seed.

David, thé psalmist, wrote ¢ 
beautiful tribuse to God, the cre- 
ator. Certainly no one was more 
qualified to appreciate nature 
than this shepherd boy, who hac 
spent so much of his time in 
God’s great outdoors. The psalm- 
ist loved the God of the creatior 
so much he wanted to know him 
better and one way he could know 
God better was through the “law 
of Jehovah,” or as we think of 
it, a study of the Bible. 


David’s description of God’ 
law is beautiful. He uses a prin- 
ciple of Hebrew poetry which i: 
called parellelism — paralle. 
thoughts which say practically 
the same thing but with a sligh 
difference of expression, Read 
the selected portion from Psalm 
19 and find the six names which 
David gives to God’s word and 
the descriptions he has for each. 

In order for the Bible to help 
us in our Christian growth, it 
must. not only be read often, its 
practical advice must be put int¢ 
effect in our lives. The Bible tells 
us the way we ought to act but 
unless we act that way, it wil 
do us good. The psalmist tells 
us that God promises a rewarc 
to those who keep his laws. He 
does not promise us great finan- 
cial or social gains. Those whc 
know God’s commandments are 
promised the blessing of con. 
tentment on this earth and, as 
Jesus declared, the opportunity tc 
become a child of the living God, 
to know and to do His will, botk 
on earth and in heaven.
